Alleged CIA Prisons Overseas 

"Can the U.S. Talk About Human Rights?" 

The nationalist, left-leaning Hankyoreh Shinmun 

editorialized (11/05): ". The s-e-c-r-e-t prisons operated 
by the CIA outside the U.S. were built so that they could 
circumvent U.S. domestic law, which prohibits the detention 
and questioning of prisoners without legal procedures.
